The equipment used to detect, verify operation, and evaluate these "Blue , 
Boxes"' is extremely expensive and unique to the telephone industry. The ‘Bell Telephone 
Laboratories have such equipment at their facility in Holrndel, New Jersey and have * 
offered to make it available for use by the FBI Laboratory on Monday, September 20, if! 


1971. The equipment is not portable and must be utilized at the Holmdel, New Jersey

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-Australia was added to the list and in 1964, 
Belgium, the Netherlands, Italy, Switzerland, and 
Japan were added. This giant step of international 
operator dialing was made possible because of a 
signaling system (called the North Atlantic Sys- 
tem) specifically designed by representatives of 
the Bell System and the British, French, and 
German telephone administrations to be compat- 
ible with the European and North American 
switching systems. 

The ccitT studied the North Atlantic System 


‘ during its 1960-1964 Plenary period and, after 


some design changes, standardized the system as 
CCITT Signaling System No. 5. The major changes 
involved the use of “‘compelled”’ signaling. se- 
quences in place of “spurt” signaling (discussed 
later) Jor all but one of the line signals. The No. 5 
system was again modified during the 1964-1968 
Plenary period, and an additional version called 
the No. 5 bis system was specified.

Although the No. 5 bis system will provide a 
considerable number of new and useful signals 
most telecornmunication agencies are concentra- 
ting on the design and development of Signaling 
System No. 6, a system which will be faster, more 
reliable and handle more signals than No. 5 bis or 
any other existing signaling system. 

* The latest system, the No. 6 Signaling System 
(see figure on page 16), will transmit all signals 
for a group of trunks over a separate data link 
between the controlling processors of switching 
offices at 2400 bits per second. The data will be 
organized into signal units consisting of 28 bits; 
the first 20 are information bits and the last 8 are 
check bits. These units, in turn, will be grouped in 
blocks of 12 signal units. The first 11 signal units 
of each block, used either individually or in com- 
bination, will carry signal messages or idle signal 
units to maintain synchronization. The last signal 
unit of each block will be used to acknowledge 
whether or not: each of the 11 signal units in the 
last block was received with or without detected 
errors. If if turns out that an error is indicated 
for any signal unit in a message, the entire mes- 
sage will be retransmitted. R 

In the No. 6 system, signaling messages will be 
sent between offices in a specified format. An 11-bit 
trunk Jabel, which associates the message with a 
particular trunk, will be sent as part of the first 
signal unit in the message. The initial address 
message and subsequent address messages with 
more than one address digit will use from two to 
five signal units. Supervisory signals and single- 
digit address messages will be sent as one signal 
unit. Signals not directly associated with process- 
ing of individual calls (such as network manage- 
ment signals) will also be handled. 


One of the most important attributes of the _ 


No. 6 system will be its ability to operate in a non- 
associated mode. In a nonassociated mode, signals 
between two offices not connected by an assigned 
data channel can be interchanged via a third office

both other offices. As the common-channel] signal- 


‘ing network grows, this mode of operation is 


expected to be used more frequently, since it mini- 
mizes the number of common-channel systems 
required to serve a given telephone network. By 
eliminating the need for an associated common- 
channel signaling link for exch trunt graiip, 
smajler trunk groups can be served economically. 
The nonassociated mode of operation can also be 
used f4 restore & Gomunon-channe) signating Nas 
that may have failed. 

Many of the better features of the older systems 
were retained in the No. 6 system. Other features, 
which are unique to the No. 6 system have been 
specified, such as: 


© the ability to verify the continuity of the voice 
circuit while the call is being set up, 


© a method of switching to a back-up signaling 
link if the regular link fails, and 


° several priority: levels for signals so that they 
are handled in the order of their importance (e.g., 
an answer signal has top priority). 


Because of its huge signal capacity, faster sig- 
nal transfer, and increased reliability, the No. .6 
system promises increased efficiency in the use of 
the international telephone network as well as 
simplification in adding new telephone services

that require added signals. With these advantages - 


in mind, many telephone administrations around 


the world (including the Bell System) are study- ° 


ing the No. 6 system for use within the national 
networks too and for bringing improved service 
to all their customers and substantially reducing 
network operating costs. The latter advantage is 


' possible because of the reduction in time required 


to set up a call and elimination of individual sig- 
naling equipment that currently is required on 
every trunk. 

‘Direct dialing to overseas points is just around 
the corner. In fact, direct dialing will be intro- 
duced early in 1970, on a limited scale, between the 


- United States and the United Kingdom. This will 


be a significant step in advancing worldwide tele- 
phone communications—-but one that would have 
been impossible without the splendid cooperation 
of telecommunications agencies around the world 
in developing standardized international signaling 
systems. 
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
